Solution.-Missing-—--- 
“l heard speeches - from all 
my Honourable. Friends --the 
Unofficial Members. 1 heard 
much destructive and even bit- 
ter criticism concerning tha 
shortcomings of Government, 
but that quick practical solution 
I hoped to hear was unfortun- 
ately missing. :

streeta with thelr = lighting, 
water supplies, harbour works, 
“drainage works, and -the pro- 
vision of schools -and hospital 
accommodation. Added to these 
was the legacy of collapsed and 
‘collapsing | Japanese . tunnels. 
The task was on formidable onc. 
“As'to housing, the. Colony 
‘had been denuded of supplies of 
every deseription | Including 
those required for repairing 
bulldings .ard erecting now 
buildings, Mixstona were sent to 
various countrita: in’ an en- 
dvavour to obtain urgently need- 
ed supplies. But for the most 
part those countries had not 
auMeient supplies for their own 
needs and a littte was ubtaincd 
hut aot enovyh.
